Murphy, a 40-year veteran 
of the labor movement, noted 
that until now Congress has 
not acted in the field of farm 
labor and “the lost jobs, un- 
harvested crops and disrup- 
tive boycott activities, all 
with their accompanyin 
ramifications, have feste: 

It is vital that 
the Congress recognize the 
threat and take the necessary 
remedial action.” 

The bill, Murphy said, will 
“assure that workers are fully 
protected in their bargain- 
ing with farmers for wages, 
hours and conditions. It will 
assure legitimate collective 
bargaining procedures where 
agricultural employees want 
union representation. It will 
assure the orderly flow of 
food to the nation’s market- 
places and guarantee the right 
of the consumer to buy the 
food he wants, without threat 
of violence, coercion or dis- 
ruptive harassment.” 


Supporting this concept of 
farm labor legislation was E. 
Alan Mills, executive vice 
president. of the California 
Grape and Tree Fruit League, 
who told the committee: 

“The present legal vacuum 
means only that when the na- 
tion is finished hearing the 
story of the California grape 
struggle, the record will be 
immediately replayed for 
Michigan cherries, Idaho po- 
tatoes, Iowa pork, one by 
one.” 

The only solution, Mills 
said, is equitable national leg- 
islation establishing ground 
rules in the field of agricul- 
tural labor relations.

DFG spokesmen say grunion 
runs may occur on any sandy 
ocean beach from Baja 
California, Mexico, north to 
Morro Bay in San Luis Obispo 
County.

yISALIA Allan) Grant, 
ident of the Calitornia Farm 
au Federation, gazed into 
crystal ball at a_ recent 
eeting of the Visalia chamber 
commerce, then came up with 
me educated predictions on 
ges that can be expected in 
ulture. 

Starting with the subject that 
has been in the headlines for 
Many months - the grape 
boycott - Grant said that the 
boycott has failed to move many 
farm workers into the ranks of 
‘organized labor. As to whether 
the boycott has been a success 
or a failure, Grant said: 

“It depends on what the 
boycott was supposed to do. If 
it was supposed to show the 
need for national legislation, it 
succeeded, but if it was 
supposed to greatly depress the 
sale of grapes, it has failed.” 

Then, as reported in the 
Visalia Times-Delta, Grant took 
a look at agriculture as it may 
well be in the 1970s. 

As many others have forecast, 
Grant said farming will be 
changing from a way-of-life to a 
business. He noted that each 
year the number of farms drops 
by about 4,000. 

“Competition for credit is 
continuing to increase, but the 
well-managed farms are 
surviving,” the agriculture leader 
said. 


He noted that there will be 
more of a change in production 
patterns during the coming year. 
With the population having 
doubled within the last 20 years 
the competition for land 
between urban dwellers and 
farmers will become even more 
of a struggle. 

Grant sees more citrus 
growers and dairy ranches 
moving their operations from 
Southern California to the 
central counties. 

He said that California will 
have to give the more affluent 
consumer what that consumer 
wants. 

Labor will continue to be a 
problem for farmers throughout 
the United States, the Visalian 
forecast.. He said that with 
diminishing labor availability 
and higher labor costs, farmers 
will more heavily rely on capital. 

He also saw farmers using 
more refined promotional and 
marketing techniques. 

Grant, who also is. the 
president of the California State

Board of Agriculture, said he 
expects more competition for 
the state’s farmers from other 
states and other countries. 

One of the prime casues for 
the increased competition, Grant 
said, is the more refined use of 
irrigation. 

One of the most perplexing 
items facing world agriculture is 
the possibility of nations having 
starving populations, exporting 
food. 

One of the prime causes for 
this is the lack of intra-structure 
within the countries, notably 
roads for moving the 
commodities. 

Concern for the deterioration 
of the environment will 
continue, the farm leader said. 
Although agreeing that this 
concern is needed, Grant said 
there is no need for the 
emotional publicity over the use 
of pesticides. 

He said he still can find no 
doctor who can say that a single 
person has been poisoned by 
pesticides.

Duck Population Highest Since ‘50s: 


93 Per Cent Increase Over 1969 


SACRAMENTO — The 1970 
annual winter waterfowl survey 
has shown a 53 per cent increase 
Over a year ago and the highest 
winter duck populations in a 
decade, the State Department of 
Fish and Game has reported. 

The census tallied 4,823,000 
ducks, nearly half of them 
pintails, and 773,000 geese, 
according to DFG Waterfowl 
Coordinator Frank Kozlik. 

Kozlik said the duck 
populations were the highest for 
the winter survey since the late 
1950s. 

“Goose populations had been 
expected to be about the same 
level as a year ago, but they -
